Intense and undisguised dissatisfac- 
tion -with the work of the "Convention" 
that lately met in tins city to nominate 
two Liberal-Coiiservativo candidates 
for Ottawa is manifested, and Bym})- 
toms of a serious split are evident. The 
dissatiBfaction extends not alone to the 
manner in which the business of the 
" Convention " was transacted ; but the 
unfitness of at least one of the candi- 
dates for the position is very ■ freely 
canvassed ; while not a few are unablo 
to discover what claim Mr. DeCosmos 
has on this community for re-election. 
It is weU known (and it is said that 
Sir John has never forgotten or for- 
given the affront) that ISIr. DeCosmos, 
who up to the hour of Sir J ohn's resig- 
nation had been one of his warmest 
supporters, deoliued to attend a com- 
plimentary banquet at Ottawa tendered 
the fallen chief, accompanying the de- 
clination with the brutal remark that 
he did not propose to bo " hitched to !v 
blank blanked dead horse." Senator 
Carrall, Mr. Thompson, Mr. Nathan 
and other representatives stood by Sir 
John in the liour of adversity and at- 

. tended the banquet ; but Mr. DeCos- 
nios ratted immediately to the Grits 
and was their standard-bearer in this 
city at the last general election. Now, 
after a lapse of four yeans, i\lr. DeCos- 
mos, tlirough manipulating a self-con- 
stituted " Convention," succeeds in 
receiving the nomination of the Liberal- 
Conservative party in this city, and so 
manages matters that ho secures the 
nomination of his friend Mr. Dulhy in 
the same interest. It is claimed by 
Mr. DeCosmos, through his organ, that 
the proceedings were conducted in a 
spirit.of fairness, when it ia a notorious 
fact that the ruse by which Mr. Todd 
was drawn into the arrangement was 
a pledge that the nominating power 
should bo delegated to fifteen members 
of tho Convention, a pledge which the 
DeCosmosites and the Dalbyites violat- 
ed immediately upon entering the 
room. Is that evidence of the exist- 
ence of a s])irit of fair play 1 Mr. Todd 
and his friends should have withdrawn 
at once, and the conspirators would 
have been brought to terms. Tho ob- 
ject of tho nomination from the first 
was to clear the path of all candidates 
on the Liberal-Conservative side save 
two, and those two the present nomi- 
nees of the Convention. Had Mr. Da- 
vios gone into the Convention ho would 
have shared Mr. Todd's fate ; the indis- 
creet boasting of one of the delegates 
alone saved him from the humiliation. 
No argument that we could advance 

• in deprecation of this bogus system of 
nominating candidates would be half so 
powerful as tho facts connected with 
the disgraceful proceedings of Tuesday ; 
for do not tho public see that the 
claims of the only gentleman before the 
Convention who would be in a position 
to act independently at Ottawa were 
set aside, and two candidates — one of 
whom ia not known at Ottawa as a 
Liberal-Conservative, and tho other of 
whom does not possess tho fir.st qualifi- 
cation for the position — were chosen? 
The remedy for this outrage lies in the 
hands of the electors at large They 
shoidd -oall another and properly-con- 
stitated convention and compel at least 
the withdrawal of Mr. Dalby.

Much 
of the abuse that has been and is being 
directed against the Superintendent 
and the Board of Education is the 
offspring of malice and disappoint- 
ment. The public have already been 
apprised of one instance wherein 
the removal of a wholly incompetent 
and habitually intcmjjerate school offi- 
cer was made the pretext for a violent 
personal attack on the Superintendent 
and the Board of Education ; and wo 
now understand that a fresh raid is or- 
ganizing in case certain candidates shall 
fail to receive a sulHcieut number of 
marks to entitle them to high-grade 
certificates as teachers !

On Wednesday afternoon by perrais- 
■ion of the Lord Mayor, JMiss Emily 
Faithfull addressed a crowded and enthu- 
siastic meeting:in;^tte-E^ptiMi-hall of 
the Mansion-hbuse^on "The Extrava- 
£;ance of ^Modern life: its Cause and 
Cure." Lord Shaftesbury was chairman. 
Miss Faithfull said that for some years 
they had heard an ever-deepening cry 
against the want of prudence aud the 
reckllss expenditure now so common. 
Tho Mail last week, in its leading article 
on Mr. Gladstone's admirable speech on 
Friendly Societies, remarked that ho 
only harped on an old string when ho 
said that Englishmen wore lacking in 
thrift. Nono could gain-say tho fact 
that, comparing England with France, 
tho French people understood thrift far 
better than they at home. A very dif- 
ferent spirit i)revailcd in England. 
People lived for the present moment. 
They work hard, but tlu'v spend hard. 
Thoy are industrious, but they are im- 
provident, and all classes seom-striving 
to attain to a standard of living whicli 
can be easily reached oidy by those of 
tho highest rank in tho social scale. 
Few people saw more of the fatal con- 
sequence of extravagant living than she 
did, and that was wliy she felt impelled 
to speak upon the matter. She contin- 
ually saw in the hours of their deepest 
misery the widows and daughters of 
men who had boon spending their hund- 
reds a year, but who had left debts 
and their families peqiiiless. For years 
she had tried to help them, now she 
wanteil to plead for prevention rather 
than cure. She thought something could 
be done, and that women had something 
to do in the matter." They had certain- 
ly a great to do with spending money. 
By some thoy were accused of being tho 
direct promoters of tho extravagance 
now seen on every side of us; ljut men 
wore cipially to blame. In fact, Eng- 
lish men and women seemed to bo ex- 
pending toil and life itself to obtain 
outward luxury, thus stifling every 
noble aspiration, whether for this world 
or tho next. The poison was spreading 
through all classes. Tho .same love of 
vanity was to be found in high and low, 
master and servant, mistress and maid. 
Accordmgly they heard on all sides of 
the difficulty of obtaining good servants. 
"Fine ladyism" had descended from the 
drawing-room tothokitchen. jMi.ssFaitii- 
fuU then dealt with the various causes 
which have produced this stateof things. 
Material prosperity, with its concomi- 
tant, the spirit of equality, were tho 
first causes dwelt upon ; then the love 
of moneys — an inlieritauce from our 
Saxon ancestors. Lord Derby had said 
that Englishmen were distinguished 
among all the nations of the earth by 
their extravagance, their American 
cousins excepted, and in her opinion 
they were certainly without doubt the 
most pretentious. Miss Faithfull then 
spoke of tho consequences of tho mod- 
ern fusion of classes, tho way parents 
pinch and starve to put their children 
into positions which compel them to 
live beyond their means. Many a man's 
moral nature breaks down under the 
practice of the hypocrisy thus forced 
on him, and hence come an annual 
crop of embezzlement.s, wild spccula- 
tions, and gigantic schemes. After 
speaking of the way in whicli llie high- 
er ranks of society must lead, whether 
they will or no, =the lower, Miss" Faith- 
full pointed out how the aristocracy of 
money was fast swamping tho aristo- 
cracy of birth and culture. Tho jjoot 
had said " Love rules the world," but 
it seemed to her that in these days the 
French song was nearer tho mark, 
" C'est I'argent qui fait toumer le 
monde." The greatest evil she attri- 
buted to the modern way of living was 
the credit system and its twin brother 
debt, well described as tlio curse of tho 
middle clas.ses, and which, like drink, 
was carried on in a blind, stupid, reck- 
less fashion. She would like to see St. 
Paul's maxim, '-Owe no man any- 
thing," written in letters of gold a])on 
every home in tho country, from tho 
duke's palace to the peasant's cottage. 
In indicating the cure jNIiss Faithfull 
dwelt upon the powers of the Press. 
She pleaded for a braver spirit through 
our society. Let. each man stand on 
tho podastal of his own indepondonco 
and dare to say " I cannot afford it ; I 
will live/within my income." Their 
children'should be taught lessons of 
thrift in our national schools as thoy 
are on tlio Continent. Thoy had at 
present corrupted the very word econo- 
my, and, as Mr. Ruskih says, tortured 
it into meaning saving money where- 
as it means the best possible 
adinistration of time, labour, and money. 
She thought groat changes would be 
brought about by tho further spread of 
education, or more strictly Kjicaking, 
culture, for the prc^tensioii of whicli she 
had complained) Ijclonged to ignorance 
and the instinctive feeling of insecurity. 
And there were other methods of en- 
couraging habits of providence. She 
spoke of the work done by the Cross- 
leys, Akroyds, Sir Titus Saltj the good 
achieved by saving* bo,nks, prudential 
and insurance societies, the Birkbeck 
Building Funds, and the ready money 
system introduced by the General Ex- 
penditure Assurance Company. Small 
debts Avere the dangerous things, and 
those who wore clothes thoyliad not paid 
for were sailing under false colours. 
She urged everyone to give up that bad 
speculation, the credit system. She was 
certain from personal experience that no 
one who did so would ever get rid of it 
Every one should protested against 
the notion which carried such deadly 
mischiefs in its train that money is the 
measure of worth in the acquisition of 
it — the purpose for vfliich men are to 
live and die. The whole tone of society 
would be raised by a system that made 
integrity a necessity,, punctuality a rule, 
and providence a habit. Mr. Thomas 
Hughes, Q. G, followed Miss Emily 
Faithfull, observing that untliriff and 
intemperance were the gi-eat vices of 
the time and of our country especially, 
and if they continued unchecked tho 
country would eventually become in- 
solvent. Lord Shaftesbury, in replying 



to a vote of thanks, contended tkat the 
madness of the age seemed to be not 
only to bo innnaturely rich, but to ap- 
pear and to palm ourselves off" as being 
rich. He apjilauded tho man nowaday.^ 
who -would say point-blank he could 
not afford to do such and such a thing, 
and:, if that T.honest confession were 
more often made it would bo all the 
better for every class, and especially 
the so-called upper and middle classes. 
Votes of thanks to the chairman and 
to the Lord jNIayor for allowing the 
meeting to be held in the Mansion-house 
were passed and the proceedings con- 
cluded. — Times.

Messrs. Dupoiit, Houghton and Rod- 
fern, the committee iii>iiointed at ii recent 
informal meeting of the slmreliulders in 
the British Columbia Milling and Mining 
Company to , investigate the financial 
status of tlio Conipanj', yesterday submit- 
ted an c-xhauativo report to a meeting of 
about 50 sharoholdcr.s, representing more 
than two-thirds of the issued stock. ' The 
report covered tlie financial operations of 
the company from its inception down to 
ditto. The report showed that the expen- 
ditures of the company have been §81,670, 
and that the liabilities are 810.81. It 
was shown by the report tliat on the 2d 
of May~la.st the company's manager at 
Barkcrvillo was instructed to innko no 
fresh contracts witliout first submitting 
them to tlio directors ; tliat the manager 
resented interference on the part of the 
directors and continued to give out con- 
tracts ; that liis resignation was accepted 
by the directors on the 14tli of May, and 
that the directors liave since been assured 
by Mr. C. Wilson of Barkcrvillo that the 
expense incurred could not have been 
avoided, and tliat tlie work lias been econ- 
omically managed. The report concludes 
with the ftdlowing : 

" Your conirnittco cannot close this re- 
port without, expressing their high appre- 
ciation of the manner in which the books 
of the company have been kept by the 
secretarj', jlr. Sargison, as well as the sys- 
tem and order chariictorixing tlie classifi- 
cation and armngonieut of all rucorda and 
papers, enabling the fullest information 
to bo given on every point. 

"Your committee would also record 
their sense of the unromittin'g attention 
given by the Directors to the affairs of the 
Company at the expense of a large amount 
of time and labor as evinced by tlie num- 
ber of meetings noted in their niinutc- 
book, the voluminous correspondence 
showing such interest and zeal in tlio 
Company's affairs as to entitle them to 
the warm tlianks of the Bharoholdcrs. 

"Your committee would further express 
the increased cnnfidenco they individually 
feel at tlie result of tlie investigation thoy 
have nuide.

Sow to Oook Salmon. 



Ai salmon is now in perfection and 
unusually plentiful mdd^eap;;the;|ollow- 
ing directions for cooking it will be found 
useful in many households: First, the 
boiling process is simplo; recollect to put 
the fish in cold water in which there is 
plenty of salt; next, skim it directly it 
boils. Cut it open, to see if it is thorough- 
ly done — 1. e. , see that the red, transpar- 
ent, or rather raw-meat look has changed 
into the pink and firm fleah— and then 
aer\-o quickly. There is no harm done in 
opening the fish, aa no gravy escapes, of 
course bearing in mind to choose the thick 
part of the fish, near the bono. Servo 
immediately it is done. The best garnish 
for salmon are sprigs of fennel or parsley, 
and cut lemon. The best sauco is lobster 
sauce if made properly, and lobster butter 
has been usocf. The general sauco in 
Franco is caper sauco, i. e. , whole capers 
put in melted butter made with milk. 
Next, broiled salmon. For broiling, a 
slice cut out of the middle parttf the fish 
should bo about an inch thick or a trifle 
over, the slices being, of courao, cut 
thinner in proportion as they got smaller. 
Sprinkle a slight dasli only of popper and 
salt over the slice, and wrap it *Tip care- 
fully ill a piece of well-oiled paper, and 
place it on a gridiron over a very clear 
fire, taking caro to watch it so that it does 
not catch light; and also taking the pro- 
wiution to rub the gridiron with a piece of 
mutton fat, in order to prevent the paper 
from sticking and burning. It is dilKcult 
to state how long a slice, say, one inch 
thick, takes to cook, it varying so much 
with the fire ; ten minutes to a (juartur of 
an hour will generally bo Jound sufilcieiit. 
Send the fish to table, paper and all. Wo 
think this is the nicest modo of cooking 
fish. Of course the paper has the effect 
of keeping in the flavor. Salmon can bo 
cooketl on a gritliron over a fire without 
being wrapped in paper at all. It will bo 
found best to oil the slices of the fish first, 
and oitra caro should be taken to have 
the bars of tho gridiron perfectly clean ; 
also, move the slice occasionally, to pre- 
vent its sticking. Tlio best sauco for 
grilled salmon is, we think, Tartar sauce. 
This is made by cliopping up aomo bright, 
fresh, green parsley with a tiny piece of 
onion— say, the latter not bigger than the 
little finger-nail — and mixing it in with 
some uiayonnaise sauce made as thick as 
butter J and a little salt and pepper, and 
a small toaspooiiful of French mustard. 
Some persons also add a little anchovy 
sauce. 



YiBit Of tho Vlotoxia Oarrlson Artil- 
lery to B. 2C. S. Shah. 

Yesterday about thirty members of 
tho Victoria Garrison Artillery, by 
invitation of Captain Bedford, visited 
H. M. S. Shah for tlie j)urpoHeof witness- 
ing general quarters. Upon arriving on 
board the visitors were received by Caji- 
tiiin Bedford and officers and taken round 
the lower deck to examine tho guns and 
otlier paraphernalia of war. The bugle 
shortly afterwards sounded the call; and 
the aailora poured down the ladders, took 
up their posts on the guns, loaded, ran 
out and fired several rouiuLs with lightning 
speed. Next the order was given to 
"prepare for raiiiuiing. " Tlie guns wore 
at once trained forward and tho men lay 
down on'the dock, when the ahhj was sup- 
posed to ram her enemy. Lieutenant 
Lindsay then conducted tho visitors to 
Captain Bedford's room and explained tho 
electric battery in all its details, after 
which the starboard guns were fii'ed by 
electricity— .the eUect being marvellous, 
tho whole broadside going off as one gun. 
Next came the order "prepare for board- 
ing," ami on the liugle sounding all hands 
rushed forward and mounted tho bulwarks 
and pooji, cutlass in hand, ready to spring 
on board tho enemy's vessel. Lieutenant 
Lindsay took conuiiand of the torj)cdo 
launcli and after ])rt)ceeding out a short 
distance from the ship lired a 100-lb spar 
torpedo, tho efiect of which was astound- 
ing. A fiag set iq) as a mark was entirely 
destroyed and an immense volume of water 
in tlio shape of a dome was thrown up 
into tho air some twenty foot or more, 
making ono of the i)rettie3t sights wo 
have ever witnessed. The shock was dis- 
tinctly folt on board tho flagship and any- 
one who did not know what was taking 
place would at once hnVo said it 
was tho result of an earthquake. Captain 
Bedford, Commander Rose, Lieutenant 
Lindsay and tlie ofiicors of tho Shah were 
most assiduous in their attention to their 
visitors, explaining everj'thing in the 
working of tho ship and guns in a most 
lucid manner, tho minutest details being 
given. The visitors returned about 11.30 
a. 111. in Jlr. Williams' 'bus, liighly delight- 
ed with tho drill and with tlie hospitality 
of tho officers who made tho visit one not 
soon to be forgotten by those who had tho 
pleasure of being present.

London, J uly 25. — In tho House of 
Commons to-day, Joseph Cowan, Radi- 
cal, will present the petition of a 
faction of extreme Turcophiles de- 
manding tho impeachment of Lord 
Bcaconslield. 

ViKN.VA, July 25. — News has been 
received hero that tho Treaty of Berlin 
has caused great irritation among the 
Bulgarians, who since the Russian oc- 
cupation have boon the ruling class in 
Eastern Koumelia. A Bulgarian coni- 
mis.sion has been formed at Adriauople 
to agitato for Bulgarian unity. Tho 
conimis.s|ou telegraphed to Prince Labau- 
ofl', Russian ambassador at 'Coustaiiti- 
uopie, to AksakofT,, Chief of the Pan- 
Slavic propaganda at IMoscow, and to 
the Czarowitch, informing them of tho 
Pan-Bulgarian movoment. Arraiigo- 
iiiontH fur tho march of Austrian troops 
into Bosnia are comploto; but tho or- 
der to march will not be given before 
the end of the week. Turkish authori- 
ties in the provinces have received di- 
riictioiLs from C'onstaiitinoiilo that thoy 
are to meet the Austrians in a friendly 
spirit. Italian demonstrations absorb 
political interests here, but it is well 
understood that the wliole affair in di- 
rected against the Carioli Ministry.

CiiiCAr.o, July 25. • — The Timci 
sjieoial from Capron, 111., s^'s a dram- 
atic suicide occurred there Tuesday 
night. Early last evening Georgo W. 
Burleigh, who is an old resident of 
()hio, having lived in various parts of 
that state, came to that town osten.si- 
bly to start a tonsorial catablishment. 
Burleigh was a man of varied accom- 
plishments, fine education and versa- 
tile in conversation. While at Capron 
he was often in depressed spirits. Last 
Sunday ho published a card informing 
the citizens that in order to gratify an 
often expressed curiosity on the part of 
his townsmen to witness such a trage- 
dy as the hanging of Cherry and Con- 
nolly in Chicago, he would on the 
evening of the 23d inst. deliver a lec- 
ture in Thornton Hall, and at its con- 
clusion gratify them by shooting liim- 
self through tho forehead. Tho price 
of admission would be one dollar, and 
the amount realized should be used in 
his funeral expenses and the remainder 
be invested in works of Hn.xley, Tyn- 
dall and Darwin for the town library. 
His idea in ending his life was to se- 
cure eternal peace by anniliilation. At 
the apjiointed time the hall was crowd- 
ed, and after delivering an infidel lec- 
ture of wonderful power in a manner 
and tone which marked him as an 
adopt, he suddenly drew a derringer, 
placed it to his forehead, and despite 
attemjits to prevent the rash deed, 
fired and fell int-o tho arms of two 
friends who were on the wing of tlio 
stage for the purpose of hindering the 
execution of the design. The largo 
sized ball literally tore his brain to 
jiieces. He left a request that his 
body be forwarded to Cincinnati 
friends. ••

Then the defendant 
suddenly disappeared whither ho was 
followed by the plaintifl', m'Iio brought 
the suit as above stated.

The Flying: Alaehine. 

(From the N. Y. Herald.) 

Bc-JTON, July 4, 1878.— About fifty 
thou.saiid people assembled on tho Com- 
mon at 9 o'clock to-day, to witness tho 
first f-xhibitiou of the flying machine 
in tho open air. Tho plan was to sail 
around tho tops of the houses and oyer 
the principal streets, and demonstrate 
to a wandering multitude the possibilities 
of air navigation. Wlienoverytliing was 
ready the machine was let go, but in- 
stead of flying gradually and gracefully, 
as intended, it shot up like an arrow to 
a distance of about 2,000 feet, Every 
ono came to the conclusion that it was 
unmanagrablo, and tho i)Oor aeronaut 
was the object of much sympathy as he 
floated ujiward. Ho soon let ofl' some 
of tho gas, but did not descend. He 
went up higher and higher, and it was 
soon evident tliat he was as much at 
the mercy of tho cuiTcnts as any bal- 
loonist, lie sailed over Brooklino, Bos- 
ton Highlands, and out over Norfolk 
County, and landed at tho little town 
of Earnham. Here ho was an object of 
wonder to the inhahitant-s, and after 
thoy had gazed on him, he essayed to 
fly back to Boston, but on reaching 
Dover gave it up, and, packing his mac- 
hine on the train, ho caino home by 
mil. He explains his failure by saying 
that tho gearing got out of order. Tho 
steering apparatus would not work and ■ 
ono of the rods was disan'anged. He 
says that he had to tie it with a cord 
and strap his foot to the pedal. 

The belief is that the machine is iii- 
ciipablo of navigating in any except the 
air confined in a hall and that any 
current will carry it away just as it 
does the old style of balloons.
